Scarcely a town on the coast has es- 


caped with raoie cr less injury, fall- 
ing wails and flying debris adding to 
the lo?s of life. 


There have been rocket and lifeboat 


rescues almost without number. Stor- 
ies of thrilling escapes come from all 
points. On the Norfolk coast, between 
Bacton and Mappisburg, five vessels, 
as yet unidentified, went down, and 
the crews of all perished. A number 
of bodies have been washed 
ashore 


near Yarmouth. The British brig Ruby 
was wrecked off Hemsby. The coast 
guard service made desperate efforts 
to save the crew and succeeded in get- 
ting a line on board. A dying woman 
was "rocketed" in safety, and then the 
brig capsized, all the rest of the ship's

Flam borough Head, the famous pro- 
monotory on the North sea coast, float- 
ed off, and then foundered with all 
on board. A steamer, not yet identified, 
was wrecked on Bridlington sands with 
her entire company. 


Sunday evening the ship Rose of 


Devon, Captain Davis, went on the 
rocks near Red Ruth, Cornwall, where 
she pounded all night long, her crew 
of 12 perishing. The bodies of the cap- 
tain dnd uve seamen, all wearing life- 
belts, were washed ashore. 


Tbe British ship Larnica, Captain 


Burgess, was driven ashore near Fleet- 
wood, at the entrance of Moretown 
bay, about 18 miles northeast of Pres- 
ton. The crew were saved, but the po- 
sition of the vessel is dangerous. 


Phenominally high tides are reported 


in many localities. The district near 
the mouth of the Thames has suffered 
severely, several townships being partly 
submerged. 
The Sheerness dockyard 


and the Woolwich arsenal were inun- 
dated. At Scarborough, the fashionable 
watering place, the seawall was washed 
away. 
At Yarmouth, Lowesteft and 


other coast towns of Norfolk the es- 
planades were flooded. 


At Liverpool the squalls blew off the 


roofs of several houses, threw down 
chimneys and tore up trees. The Mer- 
sey flooded its banks on the Chester 
side and deluged the shore district for 
miles. 


Similar disasters occurred at Holy- 


head, where a number of valuable 
yachts were sunfc at their moorings. 
Scarcely a vestige remains in sight of 
the wreck of Lord Nelson's old flag- 
ship, the Foudroyant, long fast in the 
sands off Black Pool. 


The scenes at such popular resorts as 


Yarmouth and Margate were of great 
grandeur, but the damage done waa 
enormous. 
Tremendous seas still In- 


vade the gardens of the hotels and resi- 
dences, wrecking the parades and 
buildings, while much debris is floating 
about. 


Immense damage has been done to 


the government property at the Sheer- 
ness dockyard and the Woolwich ar- 
senal. 
Seven thousand troops were 


hurriedly ordered out yesterday to re- 
move thousands of pounds' worth of 
ammunition and stores from the sheds 
and wharves to places of safety.

Severe Sentence of Eugene Moore, Ex- 


State Audltor.,of Nebraska. 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 1.—Ex-State Au- 


ditor Eugene Moore, found guilty on 
Monday of 
embezzling $23,000 state 


funds, wag yesterday 
sentenced to 


eight years in the penitentiary. The 
sentence was a surprise and a crush- 
ing blow to the prisoner, who had ex- 
pected nothing but nominal punish- 
ment, and the scene in the court room 
was as affecting as it was dramatic. 
Moore, with his wife standing by his 
Bide, pleaded with the court for mercy, 
making a long and somewhat rambling 
statement. 
At its conclusion he sank 


in his chair, sobbing bitterly, his wife 
trying vainly to comfort him. 


Judge Cornish, visibly affected, spoke 


slowly of the crime committed and of 
the entire absence of extenuating cir- 
cumstances. 
He said he believed no 


less than ten years in the penitentiary 
would satisfy outraged justice. As he 
paused Mrs. Moore threw her arms 
about her husband's neck and shouted, 
"Oh, please, judge, have mercy on him; 
have mercy." 


Judge Cornish then said: 
"On account of your devoted wife and 


your loving children I will reduce the 
sentence by two years. Therefore, the 
sentence of the court is that you shall 
be confined in the penitentiary for the 
term of eight years at hard labor, pay 
the costs of prosecution, and be fined 
in the sum of ? 16,816.10." 


Moore's attorneys will appeal to the 


supreme court. Moore was twice elec- 
ted state auditor, and his family moved 
In exclusive society.

Many ships 
are known to have foundered, in most 
cases, it is feared, with all on board. 


Scarcely a town on the coast has es­ 
caped with moie or less injury, fall­ 
ing w'uils and flying debris adding to 
the Iops of life. 


There have been rocket and lifeboat 
rescues almost without number. Stor­ 
ies of thrilling escapes come from all 
points. On the Norfolk coast, between 
Bacton and Mappisburg, five vessels, 
as yet unidentified, went down, and 
the crews of all perished. 
A number 
of bodies have been washed ashore 
near Yarmouth. The British brig Ruby 
was wrecked off Hemsby. 
The coast 
guard service made desperate efforts 
to save the crew and succeeded in get­ 
ting a line on board. A dying woman 
was “rocketed'1 in safety, and then the 
brig capsized, all the rest of the ship's 
company perishing. 


A large steam collier dashed upon 
Flam borough Head, the famous pro- 
monotory on the North sea coast, float­ 
ed off, and then foundered with all 
on board. A steamer, not yet identified, 
was wrecked on Bridlington sands with 
her entire company. 


Sunday evening the ship 
Rose of 
Devon, Captain Davis, went on the 
rocks near Red Ruth, Cornwall, where 
she pounded all night long, her crew 
of 12 perishing. The bodies of the cap­ 
tain tmd five seamen, ail wearing life­ 
belts, were washed ashore. 


The British ship Larnica, Captain 
Burgess, was driven ashore near Fleet- 
wfood, at the entrance of Moretowfn 
bay, about 18 miles northeast of Pres­ 
ton. The crew were saved, but the po­ 
sition of the vessel is dangerous. 


Phenominally high tides are reported 
in many localities. 
The district near 
the moutli of the Thames has suffered 
severely, several townships being partly 
submerged. 
The Sheerness dockyard 
and the Woolwich arsenal were inun­ 
dated. At Scarborough, the fashionable 
watering place, the seawall was washed 
away. 
At Yarmouth, Lowesteft and 
other coast towns of Norfolk the es­ 
planades were flooded. 


At Liverpool the squalls blew off the 
roofs of several houses, threw down 
chimneys and tore up trees. The Mer­ 
sey flooded its banks on the Chester 
side and deluged the shore district for 
miles. 


Similar disasters occurred at Holy­ 
head, where 
a number of valuable 
yachts w'ere sunk at their moorings. 
Scarcely a vestige remains in sight of 
the wreck of Lord Nelson's old flag­ 
ship, the Foudroyant, long fast in the 
sands off Black Pool. 


The scenes at such popular resorts aa 
Yarmouth and Margate were of great 
grandeur, but the damage done was 
enormous. 
Tremendous seas still in­ 
vade the gardens of the hotels and resi­ 
dences, 
wrecking 
the 
parades 
and 
buildings, while much debris is floating 
about. 


Immense damage has been done to 
the government property at the Sheer­ 
ness dockyard and the Woolwich ar­ 
senal. 
Seven thousand troops were 
hurriedly ordered out yesterday to re­ 
move thousands of pounds' worth of 
ammunition and stores from the sheds 
and wharves to places of safety. 


The tide continued to rise and in­ 
vaded 
almost 
all 
the 
workshops* 
quenched the engine flres and stopped 
the electric lights. The workmen were 
obliged to go home, wading knee deep. 
Despite all the precautions, damage to 
the amount of many thousand pounds 
has been done. 


At 
Sheerness 
and Queensborough, 
two miles away, hundreds of acres have 
been submerged, scores of cellars flood­ 
ed and 200 yards of the Sheerness pier 
have been swept away. 


The boom of distress guns from Good­ 
win Sands has been almost continuous. ; 
Below London bridge all the low lying 
houses and cellars are flooded, and all 
work is temporarily suspended along 
the Thames, even as high as Charing 
Cross. 
The continual 
rising of 
the f 
river is looked upon as ominous, though 
as yet no damage has been done above 
London bridge. 


Six vessels were wrrecked between 
Yarmouth and Bacton, only a few 
miles apart, on the Norfolk coast, and 
25 lives lost. The brig Verda stranded 
at Bacton. 
The storm tore out her 
masts, and when the rocket line was 
fired the crew was unable to haul it 
in. Finally the line dragged them into 
the surf and three out of seyen were 
drowned.

PATHETIC SCENE IN COURT. 


Severe Sentence of Eugene Moore, Ex- 
State Auditor,,of Nebraska. 
Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 1.—Ex-State Au­ 
ditor Eugene Moore, found guilty on 
Monday of 
embezzling $23,000 
state 
funds, was 
yesterday 
sentenced to 
eight years in the penitentiary. 
The 
sentence was a surprise and a crush­ 
ing blow to the prisoner, who had ex­ 
pected nothing but nominal punish­ 
ment, and the scene in the court room 
was as affecting as it was dramatic. 
Moore, w'ith his wife standing by his 
side, pleaded with the court for mercy, 
making a long and somewfhat rambling 
statement. At its conclusion he sank 
in his chair, sobbing bitterly, his wife 
trying vainly to comfort him. 


Judge Cornish, visibly affected, spoke 
slowly of the crime committed and of 
the entire absence of extenuating cir­ 
cumstances. 
He said he believed no 
less than ten years in the penitentiary 
would satisfy outraged justice. As he 
paused Mrs. Moore threw her arms 
about her husband's neck and shouted, 
MOh, please, judge, have mercy on him; 
have mercy.” 


Judge Cornish then said: 
“On account of your devoted wife and 
your loving children I will reduce the 
sentence by t\yo years. Therefore, the 
sentence of the court is that you shall 
be confined in the penitentiary for the 
term of eight years at hard labor, pay 
the costs of prosecution, and be fined 
in the sum of $16,816.10.” 


Moore’s attorneys will appeal to the 
supreme court. Moore wfas twice elec­ 
ted state auditor, and his family moved 
in exclusive society. 


Throe Asphyxiated In a Tunnel, 


Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 30.—Asphyx­ 
iation caused the death of three men in 
the Grand Trunk railway tunnel. The 
dead are: Henry J. Courtney, engineer 
of tunnel engine; Arthur Dunn, con­ 
ductor; John Dalton, brakeman. 
A 
train which was being hauled through 
to the Canadian side broke in two. 
The engine backed down to get the de­ 
tached portion of the train, but for 
hours nothing was heard of the crew. 
Finally a searching party found the 
dead bodies and also rescued William 
Dunn, fireman, and William Potter, 
brakeman, in an unconscious condition.

A Word About Ic-iujj. 


With any of us it is almost impos- 


sible to get confectioners' sugar, un- 
less we send to the city stores for it, 
but a lady who uses ordinary pow- 
dered sugar and corn starch says it is 
just as good. 
Her way of using is 


this: With one cup of powdered su- 
gar mix thoroughly a rounded table- 
spoon of cornstarch, then wet to a 
smooth icing Avith two tablespoons 
water or milk, and flavor to suit. The 
ingredients are simply mixed together 
and spread with a wet knife. 
It is 


claimed that if a cake is lightly rubbed 
over Avith flour before spreading with 
icing 
it 
Avill overcome the 
ten- 


dency to run off. Another wrinkle 
that is worth remembering is this. If 
only the top of the cake is to 'be' iced 
and it cannot be done with the '"cake 
left in the tin, butter a strip of paper 
and pin it around the cake, letting it 
stand about half an inch above the 


! top. When the icing is set, remove 


{ the paper, and a neat looking cake 
with the icing on top. where it is 
waflted, is the result.—American Ag- 
riculturist. 


M H.itl Gloi'p. 


Mending may be so perfectly done 


that the rent article is embellished 
rather than disfigured by the stitches 
which repair. Especially is this true 
of kid gloves, although there are very 
feAv Avho knoAv how to mend a glove 
successfully and neatly. 


A simple lengthwise break in a 


seam may be carefully overcast on the 
wrong side, a very fine needle being 
used. Such a needle prevents further 
tearing of the kid and enables the 
ueedleAvornan to take closer, shorter 
stitches than could otherwise be done. 
For such fine overcasting on the wrong 
side cotton thread in a color to match 
the glove exactly and in a number to 
suit the needle perfectly will be best 
chosen. 
Silk thread has a greater 


tendency to cut the kid than has the 
cotton. 


An actual hole in the glove requires 


different treatment. It cannot be— 
should never be—drawn 
together. 


There are tAvo effective ways of re- 
paring such a place. The most ad- 
mirable method is that of the button- 
Uole-stitch. 
For this a fine needle is 


necessary, fine silk thread the same 
shade as the kid, and a spirit of leis- 
ure and painstaking care. 
The place 


is to be nicely buttonholed all around 
with tiny stitches, just as a button- 
hole would be, excepting that the 
stitches are taken in a trifle less close- 
ly, perhaps; then, just as if no but- 
ton hole-stitching had been done, it is 
with the same infinite pains button- 
holed again.the second row of stitches 
being taken out one between each 
stitch in the edge of the first row. 
Thus two rows are formed, the second 
circle l»eing, of course, smaJJer than 
the first: a third row is then done, by 
catching between the stitches in the 
edge of the second row. This process 
is repeated until the ever narrowing 
circle ends in the centre of the rent. 
When well executed the result is so 
beautiful thai one would almost wish 
for a break in a glove in order to or- 
nament it with such needlework. Any 
one can do such a bit of mending, but 
a Sue needle and thread must again be 
insisted upon. 
The shade of the 


thread must be just the same as that 
of the kid. Patience only is neces- 
sary for the rest, and the task is soon 
accomplished, —Woman's, Home Com* 
panion.

with tho same infinite pains button­ 
holed again,the second row of stitches 
being taken out one between each 
stitch in the edge of tho first row. 
Thus two row s are formed, the second 
circle being, of course, smaller than 
the first; a third row is then done by 
catching between the stitches in the 
edge of the second row. This process 
is repeated until the ever narrow'ing 
circle ends in the centre of the rent. 
When well executed the result is so 
beautiful that one would almost wish 
for a break in a glove in order to or­ 
nament it with such needlework. Any 
one can do such a bit of mending, but 
a fine needle and thread must again be 
insisted upon. 
The shade of the 
thread must be just the sainé as that 
of the kid.

The country is terrible. 
Narrow ra- 
vijes with no outlet make travel al­ 


to be the biggest gamc-park in the 
world, except one owned by the Duke 
of Sutherland 111 Scotland, and one or 
two royal demesnes 011 the continent. 
Of course, in making comparisons one 
must exclude those immense public, 
preserves, as big as provinces, where 
I the British government of India seeks 
to sa\e the elephant from extinction, 
and our own national parks in the 
West. 


The name of Blue Mountain at­ 
taches to tlie entire spur of hills which 
bisects the park, while Croydon desig­ 
nates its highest shoulder rising to the 
height of nearly three thousand feet. 
The deej) and densely wooded heights 
of Croydon, 
curving like a hump, 
break tlie sky-line in the shape of a 
camel’s back; nearby askirtingeauvon 
opens a carriage route 
across the 
mountain. 
In characteristics it be- 
l1he I ^{>n^s rather to to the Green Mountain 
than to the White Mountain range, 
though it 
s e e m s disconnected from 
both. 
The verdure of an immense 
forest of spruce, fir, hemlock, pine, 
birch, beech, and maple infolds it to 
the very crest, with here and there a 
brown patch of clearing. 
The greater 
p a rtp f the Corbin inclosure consists 
of abandoned farms, many of them al­ 
ready beginning to bristle with sap­ 
lings; for the woods are 011 the march. 
Dismantled houses, w ith windows and 
doors gaping like holes in a skull, 
ramshackle barns rotten and weather- 
stained, the wreck of stone fences 
thick-set with brambles - these meet 
the eye at every turn. 


The general outline of the park is 
that of an eclipse with respective di­ 
ameters of about four and a half and 
eleven miles, aud the surface is cut 
diagonally by a backbone of mountain 
running northeast. 
The lower slopes 
and the meadowlevels are diversified 
with brooks and swamp land, while 
extensive gropes of second growth pro­ 
fusely dot the surface. 
Tt is in these 
that the wild swine, the progenitors of 
which clashed their tusks against the 
boar-spears of mediaeval kings and 
barons, root and propagate their kind 
with a fecundity which is a marvel to , 
the keepers. 


One can scarcely grasp the bigness 
of the park by figures. 
But let the 
reader fancy a demesne considerably . 
more than double the size of Boston ! 
and all its suburbs; thirty times the 
area of Central park, New' York; al­ 
most ten times bigger than Fairm ount 
park, Philadelphia; or fourteen times 
the acreage of the whole park system 
of Chicago. 
Hoads, many of them 
thoroughfares of days gone by, vari- \ 
ously intersect the inclosure, and an 
excellent carnage track crosses the 
park from east to west through the 
picturesque notch. 
On the western • 
side the deelhity is more slopiner and 
open, but has the same agreeable di­ 
versity of scene.

The tailor never came, and 
when the goods were unrolled the pack­ 
ages were found to contain six or seven 
yards less than the label indicated. One 
of tho victims in Shirley township, real­ 
izing that he had been swindled, found 
the man in another township plying his 
nefarious work, and after getting his 
money back, threatened him with arrest, 
whereupon the man skipped and his pres­ 
ent whereabouts arc not known.—Hunt­ 
ingdon Globe.

Taneytown was the scene, Friday even-

a place of storage. 
The third story was 


occupied by the Carroll Record Publish- 
ing Co., as a printing office, and their 
plant was destroyed. The frame building 
occupied by Joseph Snyder, and locatec 
between the two warehouses did not catch 
until after the printing office, but it was 
soon in flames and destroyed.

Many trees that look to the average 
person full of vigor are diseased and are 
sharing the fate of those showing unmis­ 
takable signs of disease. 
Tho only sure 
remedy is the heroic. 
Diseased trees 
are cut down and burned. The growers 
fully recognize that this course is tho 
only one which will save them for the 
future, though they suffer heavily at 
present. 
Young orchards of three and 
four years’ growth are in many instances 
as badly diseased as the older ones. All 
alike are being cut out.

How dear to our hearts is the old yel­ 
low pumpkin* when orchards are barren 
of stuffing for pies; when peaches and 
apples have both been a failure, and ber­ 
ries of no kind have greeted the eyes. 
How fondly we turn to the fruit of the 
cornfield—the fruit that our children are 
taught to despise—the old yellow pump­ 
kin, the mud covered pumpkin, the big- 
bellied pumpkin that makes such good 
pies.

The Band Fair closed on Saturday 
evening. The fair was not tho success 
financially that the management had an­ 
ticipated.

(Big Fire at Taneytown. 


Taneytown was the scene, Friday even­ 
ing, of the most destructive conflagration 
in its history, an entire block being des­ 
troyed, At one time the flames threaten­ 
ed the destruction of the whole town. 
Eckenrode’s 
warehouse, 
Rein dollar's 
warehouse, two dwelling houses, a sad­ 
dler's shop, and the Carroll Record print­ 
ing office were consumed. The loss was 
from $25,000 to $28,000, mostly covered 
with insurance. 


About 7 o’clock, smoke was seen issu­ 
ing from a hay shed owned by T. H. Eck- 
enrode, and almost instantly flames broke 
through the roof, spreading rapid ly and 
carrying destruction to all surrounding 
buildings. Assistance was immebiately 
wired for to Ilanover and Littlestown, 
resulting in a special train, conveving 
hose and firemen from the latter place. 
The spread of the flames were rapid on ac- 
countof the high wind and the frame build 
ings having been built rather close togeth­ 
er. The hay shed, being a continua­ 
tion of a large warehouse, engine house, 
&c., offered advantages to the flames, and 
in ten minutes the whole structure was 
ablaze. 


The flames next spread to the roar of a 
large three-story frame grain warehouse 
owned by E. E. Rcindollar, and used as 
a place of storage. 
The third story was 
occupied by the Carroll Record Publish­ 
ing Co., as a printing office, and their 
plant was destroyed. The frame building 
occupied by Joseph Snyder, and located 
between the two warehouses did not catch 
until after the printing office, but it was 
soon in flames and destroyed. 


The flames then spread to another 
frame house on the other side of Rein­ 
dollar’s warehouse, occupied by S. C. 
Reaver as a harness store on the first 
floor and by Fran kStaley’s cigar shop on 
the second floor. 
This carried the fire to 
large frame residence, located on the cor­ 
ner of Middle and Baltimore Streets own­ 
ed by J. E. Davidson, which was also 
burned. 


Fortunately, while tho new water 
works of the town arc not entirely com­ 
pleted, water was abundant, and threat­ 
ened disaster was prevented by its liberal 
use.

The frame dwelling house on Seminary 
ridge, one mile north east of Gettysburg, 
owned by Martin Winters, and tenanted 
by Charles H. Baker and family, was to­ 
tally destroyed by fire on Saturday morn­ 
ing about three o’clock. Mr. Baker was 
the only occupant of the house at the 
time of the fire, the rest of the family be­ 
ing away from home. 
Mr. Baker barely 
escaped with his life. Everything except 
a few articles of furniture was consumed 
by the flames. The house was insured 
for $400, and the furniture for $300. 


Cigars for Alaska. 


The Paragon cigar factory, of York,on 
Saturday shipped a carload of fine cigars 
to Seattle, Washington, from which place 
they will be shipped to the Klondike, in 
Alaska, on the first steamer next Spring, 
Most of the cigars are packed in air-tight 
jars and bottles, to prevent them from 
deteriorating during the long journey,

TELEPHONES FOR FARMERS. 


IIIH! J II It lie lire in 


tli« Country. 


In this age of cheap application of 


electrical science to human need one 
is not surprised at the rapid extension 
of telephonic communication in the 
smaller towns and even villages of the 
country. 
Nor can we really affect 


surprise when AVO learn that the boon 
of cheap telephone exchanges is in a, 
fair way of being extended in the 
purely rural districts. 
We are al- 


ready informed that in central Kansas 
there arc a number of ranches con- 
nected by telephone with one another, 
enabling the owners and their families 
to enjoy intimate communication for 
both social aud business purposes. 


The Kansas plan is to utilize the 


little railroad "station in the vicinity of 
a farming district as the "central" 
office and to connect the various farm- 
houses by cheap Aviring. in many 
cases the barb Avire fences being used 
for this purpose. 
There is no insula- 


tion, the only care taken being to see 
that there are no broken fences and to I 
carry the w ires across the roads by ! 
means of high poles, connecting again i 
on the other side to the fence Avires. 
The only real expense is the telephone 
instrument in each house, the cost of 
Avhich is said to average !$6. 
A plan 


someAvhat similar to the one described 
has been experimented Avith on some 
of the larger Nebraska ranches, and 
AVC are informed that Avherever tried 
the success is so marked as to guaran- 
tee a rapid extension of the system 
through the rural districts. 
There is 


no mention as yet of any action by the 
large telephone trusts in regard to 
patent infringements by the farmers, 
and probably such action, if taken, 
may be successfully resisted by one or 
more of the independent companies. 


Why should the average farmer or 


his family be cut oil' from intercourse 
with neighbors or adjoining munici- 
palities? It is probably a question of 
time Avhen the farmers Avill have the i 
benefit of free postal delivery, at least i 
in the older settled neighborhoods, 
and it is Imt a step along the line of 
progress to telephonic communication 
at very slight expense to each rural 
subscriber. 
The saving of time antl 


horse-flesh, to say nothing of the in- 
creased facilities for business transac- 
tions resulting from the introduction 
of farm telephones, renders it ex- 
trernely 
probable that when once 


proved successful they will be ex- 
tended as paying investments. 


For the female members of the 


average rural household no words are 
too strong to picture the altered condi- 
tions of life that A\-ill ensue from the 
introduction of the telephone. 
Isola- 


tion is pronounced by all sociologists 
the greatest bane of farming life, and 
is probably responsible for 
more 


dwarfed Avomanhood than any "other 
single cause. 
The telephone, for 


social reasons alone, Avill prove itself 
a benefactor to rural communities by 
exchanging for monotony and isolation, 
the benefits which are already con- 
sidered 
indispensable 
to 
urban 


dwellers.—Chicago Chronicle.

Cottage («rove avenue and Seventy- 
ninth street there are J0,000 ducks 
and ducklings, none of \\hom has ever 
seen a drop of water save that -which 
is doled out to them daily as drink.

young or old, ever had a mother, pro- 
vided the ol'd question as to which is 
the mother, the duck which lays the 
egg or the duck which hatches'it, be

A corresponding number of the old 
ducks are disposed of. 
In about five 


years" time there will be ducks whose 
ancestors for ten generations have not 
known what it, is to take a swim. The 
youngsters will then be taken to the 
vicinity of a pond of water to see if 
years of dry hind habitation have 
changed the nature of the bird. If 
they flop their wings, quack and dig 
for the water like ducks of the present 
day scientists will or will not be dis- 
appointed, in accordance with the 
theories which they hold.—-Chicago 
Times-Herald.

On the green patch at the coYner of 
Cottage drove avenue and Seventy- 
ninth street there are 10,000 ducks 
and ducklings, none of whom has ever 
seen a drop of water save that -which 
is doled out to them daily as drink. 


What is more, not one of these ducks, 
young or old, ever had a mother, pro­ 
vided tho old question as to which is- 
the mother, the duck which lays the 
egg or the duck which hatches it, be 
answered in favor of 
the 
latter. 
These ducks were all raised in boxes 
by the aid of kerosene oil and a lighted 
lamp wick. 
When they felt cold after 
being taken from their hatching place 
they were taught to turn beneath coils 
of steam pipe which sputtered a wel­ 
come to the ducklings as they huddled 
up under the iron pipes, “ even as a 
hen ealleth her chickens under her 
wings. ” 


There is not in this whole collection 
of quacking birds a single one which 
can claim a dark feather. 
Ten thou­ 
sand strong they are, all as white as 
the driven snow, a remarkable circum­ 
stance considering tho fact that not 
one of them ever had a bath. 
This 
duck farm at the south end of Chi­ 
cago is not yet a single season old, 
and it bears the distinction of being 
the only rearing place for ducks in the 
United States which accomplishes its 
object without a pond filled with tho 
birds’ natural element. 
The ducks 
quack and grow fat and bring 25cents 
a pound in the market, which is double 
the price at 
which 
water reared 
quaekers are quoted. 
It is only fair 
to say, however, that no claim is made 
that absence of water increases the 
price of the bird. 
Their value is due 
to the fact that the ducks are of a pe­ 
culiar strain and are sold when only 
ten weeks old. 


There are at the farm several scores 
of old ducks which supply the eggs 
from which the young are raised. 
A 
few of the most likely of the offspring 
are set aside occasionally to be kept 
until maturity for egg-laying purposes. 
A corresponding number of the old 
ducks are disposed of. 
In about five 
years’ time there will be ducks whose 
ancestors for ten generations have not 
known what it is to take a swim. The 
youngsters will then be taken to the 
vicinity of a pond of water to see if 
years of dry land habitation have 
changed the nature of the bird. 
If 
they flop their wings, quack and dig 
for the water like ducks of the present 
day scientists will or will not be dis­ 
appointed, 
in accordance with the 
theories which they hold.-—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

SUPPLIES TO YUKON REGION. 


I'rwvUlonn TruiiMporltMl in S|«M|H UrutrM by 


[n commenting upon ilie efforts of 


ihe secretary uf war to ascertain the 
best means of getting supplies* up 
the Yukon river, us developed iu 
his recent inquiries n})on tluvt impor- 
tant point, ami the replies of Senator 
Perkins, Mr. .T. T. "Dyer, u pioneer in 
1he Aluskiui territory, expressed to it 
Washington Star reporter his great 
interest in the subject, and said : 


"Permit me to suggest that I AMIS 


in Alaska when our government con- 
Muumated its pnrchuse. We made 
St. Michael's our base of supplies, 
nud from there \\c transported them 
ncross Norton sound, both by boat 
mid on sleds, to Unalachlete. 
From 


Uualaehlete, with dogs and sleds, ve 
transported supplies of all kinds, even 
to boats and canoes, over the trail 
made by our sleds to Nnlato. 
We 


showed the Eussians ho\v to accom- 
plish this work, they never having, 
prior to our advent, used dogs and 
.sleds for that purpose. 
They always 


waited for the Yukon to open, when 
their sloop would leave St. Michael's 
with provisions for their trading posts 
on the Yukon. Proceeding to Nuklu- 
kay they would meet the Indians from 
Upper Yukon and barter for furs, 
usually returning to St. Michael's 
with a sloop load. 


"If I were in that country and had 


the proper facilities — men, dogs, sleds 
and provisions — I could transport all 
supplies required across the country, 
making a depot or cache at or about 
Nulato, 600 miles from the coast. 
With relay of teams I would take the 
^'oods to a point higher up the river, 
where men with dogs and sleds from 
the Upper Yukon would meet the 
teams and forward the supplies to 
their destination. This would be at- 
tended with some hard work and pos- 
sibly -with some suffering, but it can 
be done. 
And what is a little suffer- 


ing compared to the possible starva- 
tion of hundreds ot men? 


"We usually hauled 400 pounds* to 


n load, with rivp dogs to a team, using 
the Ingelete sled, made wholly of 
birch, -very elastic and very strong. 
We thought nothing of several hun- 
dred-mile trips, camping at night on 
the banks of some stream among the 
spruce trees, or staying at an Indian 
\ illage over night. 


"With Richard Colter of Missouri 


d.ud three Maleymute (Esquimaux) In- 
dians — Isaac, Lunchy and Jim — I once 
made the trip from Norton sound to 
the Yukon river with dogs and sleds, 
through the Koyukon country, being 
thirty-three days on the tramp. Dur- 
ing that trip we were caught in sev- 
eral severe snow storms, but we were 
careful and camped until the storms 
were over. We did not suffer very 
jpreat iaconvenience nor - smy -serious 
drawbacks. 
Our constant travel from 


Unalachlete to Nnlato made a trail 
over w hicli we passed with conveni- 
ence and dispatch. 


"It was a sight to gladden our 


hearts to witness the style and com- 
fort in which Stepanoff, the Russian 
bidarsh'ik, 
traveled, with two fine 


«leds, each with seven magnificent 
dogs, and accompanied by five serfs. 
F have known his teams to travel 65 
miles a day over the ice from St. 
Michael's to Unalachlete. 
We offered 


him $100 each for his dogs, which 
offer he refused. 


"This transporting of goods by dogs 


and sleds, after the trail is made, is 
not by any means a difficult task. 
I 


have traveled many hundreds of miles 
on snow shoes and with dog sleds. and 
have been on the Yukon river at all 
^easons." 


SHIPS' MASTS. 


From the Lofty Slicks of Solid Wood to 


tin- Modern Masts of Iron. 


Ships' masts were originally made 


with the several parts, the lower mast, 
the topmast, and the topgallant mast, 
each of a-solid stick. Big timber was 
required for the large lower masts, 
and when the suitable and accessible 
trees had been culled out from eastern 
forests mast timber was brought from 
Oregon. 


The expense of bringing the logs 


around from the Pacific, of course, 
added greatly to the cost of the mast, 
and the sparmakers began making 
built-up inaste, made of a considerable 
number of pieces. The built-up mast 
has one advantage in the material used: 
it is always difficult to get a solid stick 
of suitable size for a mast that is ab- 
solutely free from blemish. 
In mak- 


ing the built-up mast, composed of a 
uumber of smaller pieces, it is easily 
possible to select only perfectly sound 
material. 
The built-up niasts were 


usually made with a spindle, a big, 
square timber forming the centre or 
heart, the round of the mast being 
formed by slabs laid on the sides of 
the spindle. And these parts were not 
always each of a single piece; some- 
times the spindle, in its length, was 
composed of two or three pieces, 
scarved or spliced logether: and the 
slabs also might be scarved: the 
scarves in the slabs, however, not 
being brought opposite those in the 
spindle. 
The finished stick was band- 


ed with hoops of iron. The built-up 
mast stood the service well; it was 
subject only, as a solid stick might be, 
to decay. 


/ Built-up masts have been made in 
9K'°"8 way8- There heve been made, 
for example, masts in which the round 


\ius formed of three pieces of timber, 
instead of a spindle and slabs. 


When the great modern American 


schooner came out1 with its three and 
four, and sometimes more lofty masts 
—for some of these vessels -sticks 80 
or 1)0 feet in length were required— 
the demand for mast timber was greatly 
increased. With the extensive demand 
prices went up, and the v,ailt-up masts 
were made for the big schooners; 
masts 
were made not hooped, but 


bolted together, and such masts proved 
perfectly sen iceable. 


Most of the deup-water ships built 


nowadays. lm\\c\er, lurve lower masts 
of iron. 
The ships themselves art- 


made of iron and of steel, and their 
masts are made of the same material. 
Iron masts are, of course, not inde- 
structible, but the\ are longer liv^J 
than masts of wood. 


There is now lying ut n South street 


pier a fine, big American wooden ship 
whose three lower masts are all differ- 
ent, and this came about in the 
simplest way iu the w orld. When she 
came from the Maine shipyard, in 
which she A\as built, her three lower 
masts were of wood, built up. In the 
course of time her foremast showed 
signs of decay, and it was condemned 
and taken out. She was at that time 
in the poit of New York, and there 
was found here a handsome stick of 
Oregon pine, out of w hicli a foremast 
was made for her. 
Later decay ap- 


peared in the mainmast. She was in 
a British port then, where it was 
cheaper to get an iron mast, and she 
was fitted •witli an iron mainmast. So 
now her foremast is a solid stick of 
timber from Oregon, her mainmast is 
of iron from England, and her niizzen- 
mast of wood, built up, is from the 
state of Maine.—New York Sun. 


Alakkaii CJol»I Deposit*. 


It is the general opinion among 


geologists that the Alaska gold de- 
posits are the mother \eiii of the gold 
of North America; that the gold veins 
in the Rockies in the United States, 
and even as far south as the Sierras, 
are deposits from the glacial districts 
of northern Alaska and British Colum- 
bia. 


It is also generally conceded that 


the "finds" in the Yukon Valley are the 
"wash" from the snow-capped peaks 
of the Mount St. EliasAlps, which has 
been loosened from the original bed- 
ding by the action of the weather, 
water, and ice, and carried down by 
volumes of water to be deposited along 
the valley and river beds. The Alaskan 
glaciers, which are among the largest 
in the world, are also efficient agents 
in furnishing placer-gold supplies, 
moving, as they do, slowly andirresist- 
ably over the country, tearing up rocks 
and carrying sand, gravel and boulders 
down into the gulches and streams, 
and- finally-depositing them wherever 
the ice melts. 
The natural course of 


the glaciers is from the mountains of 
the interior toward the sea: the warmer 
currents once reached, great masses 
of the ice break off, melt away, and 
set free their freight of golden sand, 
which in turn is washed ashore, and 
forms the rich placer "finds" so fre- 
quent along the Pacific coast. 


Proofs of the foregoing statement 


are offered in the character of the con- 
ditions prevailing in the gold regions. 
The river bed of the Yukon, as well 
as the beds of its valuable tributaries, 
all yield shining, auriferous sand and 
gravel and boulders. 
The spring 


freshets bring down mighty floods 
from the great glaciers of the gold- 
bearing Cordillera range, which fre- 
quentlv break over the banks in tor- 
rents and flood the valley of the Yu- 
kon for miles. If this theory is as 
practicable as geologists contend, then 
the gold supply of the Alaskan fields 
is apparently inexhaustible.—Demor- 
est's Magazine.

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SUPPLIES TO YUKON REGION. 


P rov isio n s Transport«»*! in Sleds l)m w « by 


1)oks. 


Tn common ting upon the effort» of 
■the secretary of war to ascertain the 
heat means of getting supplies up 
the Yukon river, 
as developed in 
his recent inquiries upon that impor­ 
tant point, and the replies of Senator 
Perkins, Mr. ,T. T. Dyer, a pioneer in 
the Alaskan territory, expressed to a 
Washington Htar reporter his great 
interest in the subject, and said: 


“ Permit me to suggest that I was 
* in Alaska when our government con­ 
summated its purchase. 
We made 
St. Michael’s our base of supplies» 
nnd from there we transported them 
across Norton sound, both by boat 
mid on sleds, to Unalachlete. 
From 
Unalaelilete, with dogs and sleds, we 
transported supplies of all kinds, even 
to boats and canoes, over the trail 
made by our sleds to Nulato. 
We 
showed the Russians how to accom­ 
plish this work, they never having, 
prior to our advent, used dogs and 
sleds for that purpose. 
They always 
waited for the Yukon to open, when 
their sloop would leave St. Michael’s 
with provisions for their trading posts 
on the Yukon. 
Proceeding to Nuklu- 
kay they would meet the Indians from 
Upper Yukon and barter for furs, 
usually returning to St. 
Michael’s 
with a sloop load. 


“ If I were in that country and had 
the proper facilities— men, dogs, sleds 
and provisions—I could transport all 
.supplies required across the country, 
making a depot or cache at or about 
Nulato, 600 miles from the coast 
With relay of teams I would take the 
goods to a point higher up the river, 
where men with dogs and sleds from 
the Upper Yukon would 
meet the 
teams and forward the supplies to 
their destination. 
This would be at­ 
tended with some hard work and pos­ 
sibly with some suffering, but it can 
be done. 
And what is a little suffer­ 
ing compared to the possible starva­ 
tion of hundreds of men? 


“ We usually hauled 400 pounds/to 


41 load, with live dogs to a team, using 
the Ingelete sled, 
made wholly of 
birch, very elastic and very strong. 
We thought nothing of several hun­ 
dred-mile trips, camping at night on 
the banks of some stream among the 
spruce trees, or staying at an Indian 
village over night. 


“ With Richard Colter of Missouri 
and three Maleymute (Esquimaux) In­ 
dians—Isaac, Lunchy and Jim- -I once 
made the trip from Norton sound to 
the Yukon river with dogs and sleds, 
through the Koyukon country, being 
thirty-three days on the tramp. 
Dur­ 
ing that trip we were caught in sev­ 
eral severe snow storms, but we were 
careful dnd camped until the storms 
were over. 
We did not suffer very 
great inconvenience nor any-serious*, 
drawbacks. 
Our constant travel from 
Unalachlete to Nulato made a trail 
over which we passed with conveni­ 
ence and dispatch. 


“It was a sight to gladden our 
hearts to witness the style and com­ 
fort in which Stepan off, the Russian 
bidarsliik, 
traveled, 
with two line 
sleds, each with seven magnificent 
dogs, and accompanied by live serfs, 
f. have known his teams to travel 05 
miles a day over the ice from St. 
Michael1 s to Unalachlete. 
We offered 
him $ 1 0 0 each for his dogs, which 
offer he refused. 


“This transporting of goods by dogs 
and sleds, after the trail is made, is 
not by any means a dillicult task. 
I 
have traveled many hundreds of miles 
on snow shoes and with dog sleds,and 
have been on the Yukon river at all 
seasons. o 


SHIPS’ MASTS. 


F ro m th e I.ofty S tick s o f S olid W o o d to 
th e M o d e rn M usts ol’ I r o n . 


Ships* masts were originally made 
with the several parts, the lower mast, 
the topmast, and the topgallant mast, 
each of a «solid stick. 
Big timber was 
required for the large lower masts, 
and when the suitable and accessible 
trees had been culled out from eastern 
forests mast timber was brought from 
Oregon. 


The expense of bringing the logs 
around from the Pacific, of course, 
added greatly to the cost of the mast, 
and the sparmakers began making 
built-up masts, made of a considerable 
number of pieces. 
The built-up mast 
has one advantage in the material used; 
it is always difficult to get a solid stick 
of suitable size for a mast that is ab­ 
solutely free from blemish. 
In mak­ 
ing the built-up mast, composed of a 
number of smaller pieces, it is easily 
possible to select only perfectly sound 
material. 
The built-up masts were 
usually made with a spindle, a big, 
square timber forming the centre or 
heart, the round of the mast being 
formed by slabs laid on the sides of 
the sxnndle* And these parts were not 
always each of a single piece; some­ 
times the spindle, in its length, was 
composed of two or 
three pieces, 
scarved or splijed together; and the 
slabs also might 
be scarved; 
the 
scarves in the slabs, however, not 
being brought opposite those in the 
spindle, .The finished stick was band­ 
ed with hoops of iron. 
The built-up 
mast stood the per vice well; it was 
subject only, as a solid stick might be, 
to decay. 
^ Built-up masts have been made in 
Various ways. There heve been made, 
for example, masts in which the round 


was formed of three pieces of timber, 
instead of a spindle and slabs* 


When the great modern American 
schooner came out'with its three and 
four, and sometimes more lofty masts 
—for some of these vessels «.sticks 8 0 
or 90 feet in length were required— 
the demand for mast timber was greatly 
increased. With the extensive demand 
prices went up, and the ^ailt-up masts 
were made for the big schooners; 
masts 
were made not hooped, but 
bolted together, and such masts proved 
perfectly serviceable. 


Most of the deep-water ships built 
I nowadays, however, have lower masts 
of iron. 
The ships themselves are 
made of iron and of steel, and their 
masts are made of the same material. 
Iron masts are, of course, not inde­ 
structible, but they are longer liv^l 
than masts of wood. 


There is now lying at a South street 
pier a fine, big American wooden ship 
whose three lower masts are all differ­ 
ent, and this 
came about in the 
simplest way in the world. 
When she 
came from the Maine shipyard, in 
which she was built, her three lower 
masts were of wood, built up. 
In the 
course of time her foremast showed 
signs of decay, and it was condemned 
and taken out. 
She was at that time 
in the port of New York, and there 
was found here a handsome stick of 
Oregon pine, out of which a foremast 
was made for her. 
Later decay ap­ 
peared in the mainmast. 
She was in 
a British port then, where it w'as 
cheaper to got an iron mast, and she 
was fitted with an iron mainmast. 
So 
now her foremast is a solid stick of 
timber from Oregon, her mainmast is 
of iron from England, and her mizzen­ 
mast of wood, lmilt up, is from the 
state of Maine. -New York Sun. 


Alaskan (»old Deposits. 


It is the general opinion among 
geologists that the Alaska gold de­ 
posits are the mother vein of the gold 
of North America; that the gold veins 
in the Rockies in the United States, 
and even as far south as the Sierras, 
are deposits from the glacial districts 
of northern Alaska and British Colum­ 
bia. 


It is also generally conceded that 
the “finds” in the Yukon Valley are the 
‘V asli’* from the snow-capped peaks 
of the Mount St. Elias Alps, which lias 
been loosened from the original bed­ 
ding by the action of the weather, 
water, and ice, and carried down by 
volumes of water to be deposited along 
the valley and river beds. The Alaskan 
glaciers, which are among the largest 
in the world, are also efficient agents 
in furnishing 
placer-gold supplies, 
moving,as they do, slowly andirresist- 
ably over the country, tearing up rocks 
and carrying sand, gravel and boulders 
down into the gulches and streams, 
and finally depositing them wherever 
the ice melts. 
The natural course of 
the glaciers is from the mountains of 
the interior toward the sea; the warmer 
currents once reached, great masses 
of the ice break ofl', melt away, and 
set free their freight of golden sand, 
which in turn is washed ashore, and 
forms the rich placer “ finds” so fre­ 
quent along the Pacific coast. 


Proofs of the foregoing statement 
are offered in the character of the con­ 
ditions prevailing in the gold regions. 
The river bed of the Yukon, as well 
as the beds of its valuable tributaries, 
all yield shining, auriferous sand and 
gravel and boulders. 
The spring 
freshets bring down mighty floods 
from the great glaciers of the gold- 
bearing Cordillera range, which fre­ 
quently break over the banks in tor­ 
rents aud flood the valley of the Yu­ 
kon for miles. 
If ibis theory is as 
practicable as geologists contend, then 
the gold supply of the Alaskan fields 
is apparently inexhaustible. -l)emor- 
est’s Magazine.

writes to the London Standard his oh* 
«creations of the manner in which men 
really spoke of the assassination: uEv- 
wy paper devoted columns to denounc­ 
ing the deed, commenting on the politi­ 
cal results, and to unanimously singing 
the praises of the dead premier, 
Ac* 
cording to the Liberal and Consorva* 
tive papers alike, his efforts for Spain 
has been colossal, and had he lived he 
would speedily have ended or mended 
the difficulties in Cuba, the Philippines, 
aud at home, 
lie was an ideal man, 
politically and socially, and was to be 
the saviour of his country. During the 
last few days, in Seville and Madrid, 
Ï have heard the opinion 
of 
many 
classes of the community, and ninety 
per cent, of the people here state open­ 
ly, in the cafe, in the streets, *t the 
table d’hote, and in the clubs, that, far 
from being surprised, they wonder that 
Canovas was not murdered ten years 
ago. 
They speak of him as a cold- 
hearted despot, opposed to all meas­ 
ures for the improvement of the people, 
the prime cause of tho wasted millions 
In Cuba, and the murderer of the thou­ 
sands who have died there from fam­ 
ine, disease, and at tho hands of the 
insurgents. 
They lay at his door the 
innumerable tax abuses, which lately 
have increased considerably,”

Lonclon. Nov. 30.—The latest reports 
1 from various points along the coast 
I show that the gale which swept En- 
glish waters 
Saturday 
and Sundrfiy 
night was one of the worst storms of 
recent yoars. 


In many places it was almost cy- 
clonic In its vioionce, and the long list 
I ol; disasters includes a large loss of life, 
many wrecks of large vessels and the 
i Joss of scores, if not hundreds of small- 
: cr crail, with rerious damR.ge to prop- 
I erty ashore at many Important towns. 
In the north the wind was accompanied 
by bllnciing snow and hail that hid the 
lights and immensely increased the 
difllcluiies of navigation. 
Many ships 
are known to have foundered, in most 
cases, it is f-eared, with all on board. 


Scarcely a town on the coast has es- 
caped with moie or less injury, fall- 
ing wails and fljdng debris adding to 
the lops of life. 


There have been rocket and lifeboat 
rescuf*s almost without number. 
Stor- 
ies of thrilling escapes come from all 
points. On the Norfolk coast, between 
Cacton and Mappisburg, five vessels, 
as yet unidontliied, went down, and 
the crews of all perished. 
A number 
of bodlos have been 
washed 
ashore 
near Yarmouth. The British brig Iluby 
was wrecked off Hemsby. 
The coast 
guard service made desperate efforts 
to save the crew and succeeded in get- 
ting a line on board. A dying woman 
was ''rocketed" in safety, and then the 
brig capsized, all the rest of the ship's 
company perishing. 


A laree steam collier dashed upon 
Flamborough Head, the famous pro- 
monotory on the North sea coast, Hoat- 
ed off, and then foundered with ail 
on board. A steamer, not yet identified, 
was wrecked on liridllngton sands with 
her entire company. 


Sunday evening the ship 
Rose of 
Devon. Captain Davis, went on the 
rocks near Red Ruth, Cornwall, where 
she pounded all night long, her crew 
of 12 perishing. The bodies of the cap- 
tain lind Ave seamen, all wearing life- 
belts, were washed ashore. 


The British ship Larnlca, 
Captain 
Burgess, was driven ashore near Fleet- 
wood. at the entrance of 
Moretown 
bay, about 18 miles northeast of Pres- 
ton. The crew were saved, but the po- 
sition of the vessel is dangerous. 


Phenomlnally high tides are reported 
in many localities. 
The district near 
the mouth of the Thames has suffered 
severely, several townships being partly 
submerged. 
The Sheerness 
dockyard 
and the Woolwich arsenal were inun- 
dated. At Scarborough, the fashionable 
watering place, the seawall was washed 
away. 
At Yarmouth, Lowesteft and 
other coast towns of Norfolk the es- 
planades were flooded. 


At Liverpool the saualls blew off the 
roofs of several houses, threw down 
chimneys and tore up trees. The Mer- 
sey flooded its banks on the Chester 
side and deluged the shore district for 
miles. 


Similar disasters occurred at Holy- 
head, where a 
number of 
valuable 
yachts were sunk at their moorings. 
Scarcely a vestige remains in sight of 
the wreck of Lord Nelson's old flag- 
ship. the Foudroyant, long fast In the 
sands off Black Pool. 


The scenes at such popular resorts as 
Yarmouth and Margate were of great 
grandeur, but the damage done was 
enormous. 
Tremendous seas still in- 
vade the gardens of the hotels and resi- 
dences, 
wrecking 
the parades and 
buildings, while much debris is floating 
about. 


Immense damage has been done to 
the government property at the Sheer- 
ness dockyard and the Woolwich ar- 
senal, 
Seven thousand 
troops 
were 
hurriedly ordered out yesterday to re- 
move thousands of pounds' worth of 
ammunition and stores from the sheds 
and wharves to places of safety. 


The tide continued to rise and in- 
vaded 
almost 
all 
the 
workshops, 
quenched the engine fires and stopped 
the electric lights. The workmen were 
obliged to go home, wading knee deep. 
Despite all the precautions, damage to 
the amount of many thousand pounds 
has been done. 


At 
Sheerness 
and Queensborough, 
two miles away, hundreds of acres have 
been submerged, scores of cellars flood- 
ed and 200 yards of tlie SheernesB pier 
have been swept away. 


The boom of distress guns from Good- 
win Sands has been almost continuous. 
Below London bi^ldge all the low lying 
houses and cellars are flooded, and all 
work is temporarily suspended along 
the Thames, even as hlyh as Charing 
Cross. 
The continual 
rising of the 
river is looked upon as ominous, though 
as yet no damage has been done above 
London bridge. 


Six vessels were wrecked 
between 
Yarmouth and Bacton, 
only a few 
miles apart, on the Norfolk coast, and 
25 lives lost. The brig Verda stranded 
at Bacton. 
The storm tore out her 
masts, and wliun the rocket line was 
fired the crew was unable to haul it 
In. Finally the IJnp dragged them Into 
the surf and thrive out of eeyen ^vere 
drpwiivid.

PATHETIC S C E m IN COURT, 


Severe Sentence ofKngone Moore, Ex- 
State Auditor,,of Nebraska. 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 1.—Ex-State Au- 
ditor Eugene Moore, found guilty on 
Monday of 
embezzling $23,000 
state 
funds, wag yesterday 
sentenced to 
eight years in the penitentiary. The 
sentence was a surprise and a crush- 
ing blow to the prisoner, who had ex- 
pected nothing but nominal 
punish- 
ment, and the scene in the court room 
was as affecting as it was dramatic. 
Moore, with his wife standing by his 
Bide, pleaded with the court for mercy, 
making a long and somewhat rambling 
statement. At its conclusion he sank 
in his chair, sobbing bitterly, his wife 
trying vainly to comfort him. 


Judge Cornish, visibly affected, spoke 
slowly of the crime committed and of 
the entire absence of extenuating cir- 
cumstances. 
He said he believed no 
less than ten years in the penitentiary 
would satisfy outraged justice. As he 
paused Mi^s. Moore threw her arms 
about her husband's neck and shouted, 
"Oh, please, judge, have mercy on him; 
have mercy." 


Judge Cornish then said: 
"On account of your devoted wife and 
your loving children I will reduce the 
sentence by t-^-o years. 
Therefore, the 
sentence of the court is that you shall 
be confined in the penitentiary for the 
term of eight years at hard labor, pay 
the costs of prosecution, and be fined 
in the sum of ?16,816.10." 


Moore's attorneys will appeal to the 
supreme court. 
Moore was twice elec- 
ted state auditor, and his family moved 
in exclusive society.

When the icing is set, remove 
the paper, and a neat looking cake

IMondiii); a Kid GIovo. 


Mending may be so i^crfectly done 
that tho rent article is embellished 
rather than disfigured by the stitches 
which repair. 
Especially is this true 
of kid gloves, although there are A'ery 
feAv Avho knoAV hoAV to mend a glove 
successfully and neatly. 


A simple lengtliAvise break in a 
seam may be carefully overcast on the 
wrong side, a very fine needle being 
used. 
Such a needle prevents further 
tearing of the kid and enables tho 
needlewoman to take closer, 
shorter 
stitches than could otherwise be done. 
For such 
fineoA'ercastingonthe 
Avrong 
side cidtoii thread in a color to matc-h 
the glove exactly and in a number to 
suit the needle perfectly Avill be best 
I'hoson. 
Silk thread has a greater 
tendency to cut the kid than has tho 
cotton. 


An actual hole in the gloA^e requires 
lifierent treatment. 
It cannot be-- 
?hould never be—draAvu 
together. 
There are tAvo efl'ective ways of re- 
paring such a jjlace. 
Tho most ad- 
mirable method is that of the button- 
hole-stitch. 
For this a fine needle is 
necessary, line silk thread the samo 
shade as the kid, and a s^^irit of leis- 
ure and painstaking care. 
The placo 
is to be nicely buttonholed all around 
with tiny stitches, just as a button- 
liole Avould 1)0, excepting that 
tho 
stitches are taken in a trifie less close- 
ly, perhaps; then, just us if no but- 
tonhole-stitching had been done, it is 
Avith tho same infinite pains button- 
holed again,tho second row of stitches 
))eing taken out one 
betAveen 
each 
stitch in the edge of tho first roAV. 
Thus tAvo rows are formed, the second 
circle being, of course, smaller than 
the first; a third roAv is then done by 
catching between the stitches in the 
edge of the second row. This process 
is repeated until tho ever narroAving 
circle ends in the centre of the rent. 
When Avell executed the result is so 
beautiful that one Avould almost Avish 
for a break in a glove in order to or- 
nament it Avith such needleAVork. 
Any 
one can do such a bit of mending, but 
a fine needle and thread must again be 
insisted upon. 
The shade of the 
thread must be just the same as that 
of the kid. 
Patience only is neces- 
sary for the rest, and the task is soon 
accomplished,—Woman'«,Uom« üom- 
jjanion.

The th^»]) and densely wooded heights 
of 
Croydon, 
curving 
like a hump, 
break tlie sky-line in the shape of a 
camel'sback; n e a r b y askirtingcanyon 
o))ons a 
<'arriage 
route 
across 
the 
mountain. 
In charactoristics it be- 
j longs rather to to the (Tj-een Mountaiji 
than to the 
White ^iou)itain 
range, 
though 
it 
seems disconnected from 
both. 
The verdure of an 
immense

birch, beech, and ma])le infolds it to 
the very cj-est, with here and there a 
brown })atch oi' clearing.

Postmaster General Gary is receiving 
hiany letters rec:arding the postal savings 
bank proposition strongly urged by him 
in his annual report. 
Many people 
throughout the country hîvve written him 
commenting on this projected radical ex- 
tension of the postal service and have 
submitted some suggestions calculated in 
their opinion to make the scheme more 
feasible. 
As a whole, the correspond- 
ence indicates a rather general commen- 
dation and some well known economists 
and financiers numbered among gcncrars 
friends and who have heretofore oppos- 
ed measures of this character have, in 
letters just received, given a qualified 
endorsement. 
Postmaster General Gary 
expects some legislation by congress on 
this subject possibly at the next session 
and believes that the extended discussion 
\vhich has been given it throughout the 
country will render material assistance 
to this cad. 


The revolution in Cuba is working a 
revolution in the tobacco business in the 
United States. 
This trouble has been a 
great thing for the tobacco industry in 
this country. 
They are growing excel- 
lent tobacco in Texas, Wisconsin, Ohio, 
Florida and other States, and the high 
prices obtained lend to greater care in its 
cultivation. 
The smokers of domestic 
cigars are getting a far better article than 
they ever did before, 
Florida will be- 
come a great tobacco country, says the 
Detroit Journal. 
It is adapted for wrap- 
pers especially, and men who have been 
in the business for 50 years cannot tell 
the difference between Florida wrappers 
and Havana by looking at them, but some 
old smokers can detect it by the taste.

An active warfaie is now being waged 
in the South Mountain peach orchards 
against the San Jose scale and the 
yellows, which threaten to destroy the 
peach-growing industry of Washington 
county, Md. 
So general has the work 
been of late that many orchards are al- 
most entirely destroyed, presenting a 
rather discouraging aspect to the grow- 
ers. 
Many trees that h)ok to the average 
person full of vigor are diseased and are 
sharing the fate of those showing unmis- 
takable signs of disease. 
The only sure 
remedy is the heroic. 
Diseased trees 
are cut down and buined. The growers 
fully recognize that this course is the 
only one which will save them for the 
future, though they suffer heavily at 
present. 
Young orchards of three and 
four years' growth are in many instances 
as badly diseased as the older ones. 
All 
alike are being cut out.

(Big Fire at 
Taneytown. 


Taneytown was the scene, Friday even- 
ing, of the most destructive conflagration 
in its history, an entire block being des- 
troyed. At one time the flames threaten- 
ed the destruction of the whole 
town. 
Eckenrode's 
warehouse, 
Reindollar's 
warehouse, two dwelling houses, a sad- 
dler's shop, and the Carroll Record print- 
ing office were consumed. The loss was 
from $25,000 to $28,000, mostly covered 
with insurance. 


About 7 o'clock, smoke was seen issu- 
ing from a hay shed owned by T. H. Eck- 
enrode, and almost instantly flames broke 
through the roof, spreading rapid ly and 
carrying destruction to all surrounding 
buildings. 
Assistance was immebiately 
wired for to Hanover and Littlestown, 
resulting in a special train, conveving 
hose and firemen from the latter place. 
The spread of the flames were rapid on ac- 
countof the high wind and the frame build 
ings having been built rather close togeth- 
er. The hay shed, being a continua- 
tion of a large warehouse, engine house, 
*&c., offered advantages to the flames, and 
in ten minutes the Avhole structure was 
ablaze. 


The flames next spread to the roar of a 
large three-story frame grain warehouse 
owned by E. E. Reindollar, and used as 
a place of storage. 
The third story was 
occupied by the Carroll Record Publish- 
ing Co., as a printing office, and their 
plant was destroyed. The frame building 
occupied by Joseph Snyder, and located 
between the two warehouses did not catch 
until after the printing office, but it was 
soon in flames and destroyed. 


The flames then spread to another 
frame house on the other side of Rein- 
dollar's warehouse, occupied by S. C. 
Reaver as a harness store on the first 
floor and by Fran kStaley's cigar shop on 
the second floor. This carried the fire to 
large frame residence, located on the cor- 
ner of Middle and Baltimore Streets own- 
ed by J. E, Davidson, which was also 
burned.

pleted, water was abundant, and threat- 
ened disaster was prevented by its liberal 
use.

The frame dAvelling house on Seminary 
ridge, one mile north east of Gettysburg, 
owned by Martin Winters, and tenanted 
by Charles H. Baker and family, was to-

the only occupant of the house at the 
time of the fire, the rest of the family be- 
ing away from home. 
Mr, Baker barely 
escaped with his life. Everything except 
a few articles of furniture was consumed 
by the flames. The house was insured 
for $400, and the furniture for $300.

The Paragon cigar factory, of York,on 
Saturday shipped a carload of fine cigars 
to Seattle, Washington, from which place 
they will be shipped to the Klondike, in 
Alaska, on the first steamer next Spring, 
Most of the cigars are packed in air-tight 
jars and bottles, to prevent them from 
deteriorating during the long journey,

On the green patch at the coVner of 
Cottage drove avenue and Seventy- 
ninth street there are .10,000 ducks 
and ducklings, none of Avhoin has ever 
seen a drop of Avater save that Avliieh 
is doled out to them daily as drink. 


What is more, not one of these ducks, 
y<uing or old, ever had a mother, pro- 
vided th o old (ptestion ns to Avhich is 
the mother, the duck Avhich lays the 
egg or the duck which hatches it, ho 
answered 
in favor of 
the 
latter. 
These ducks were all raised in boxes 
by the aid of kerosene oil and a lighted 
lamp Avick. 
When they felt cold after 
being taken from their hatching place 
they Avere taught to turn beneath coils 
of steam ])ipeA\hich sputtered a Avel- 
come to the ducklings as they huddled 
up under the iron pipes, 
"even as a 
hen calleth her chickens under her 
Avings." 


There is not iu this Avhole collection 
of quacking birds a single one Avhich 
can claim a dark feather. 
Ten thou- 
sand strong they are, all as Avhite as 
the driven snoAv, a remarkable circum- 
stance considering tho fact that not 
oneof them ever had a Imth. 
This 
duck farm at tho south end of C'hi- 
cago is not yet a single season old, 
and it liears the distinction of being 
the only rearing place for ducks in the 
United States Avhich accomplishes its 
object Avithout a pond illled with the 
birds' natural clement. 
The ducks 
quack and groAv fat and bring 25cents 
a pound in the market, Avhich is double 
the ])rice at 
Avhich 
Avater reared 
(juackors are quoted. 
It is only fair 
to say, hoAvever, that no claim is'made 
that absence of Avater increases the 
price of the bird. 
Their value is due 
to the fact that the ducks are of a pe- 
culiar strain and are sold Avhen only 
ten Aveeks old. 


There are at the farm several scores 
of old ducks Avhich supply' the 
eggs 
from Avhich the young are raised. 
A 
fcAv of the most likely of tho oflspring 
are set aside occasionally to be kept 
until maturity for egg-laying iuu*poses. 
A CiU'responding number 
of the old 
ducks are disposed of. 
In about iive 
years' time there Avill be dni*ks Avhose 
ancestors for ten generations have not 
knoAvn Avhat it is to take a swim. 
The 
youngsters Avill then be taken to the 
vicinity of a pond of Avater to see if 
years 
of 
dry 
land habitation have 
changed the nature of the bird. 
If 
they floi:) their wings, 
quack and dig 
for the Avater like ducks of the present 
day scientists Avill or Avill not be dis- 
appointed, 
in accordance with 
the 
theories 
Avhich they hold. -Chicago

made by (uu* sleds to Nulato. 
We 
-showed the Russians hoAV to aeoom- 
plish this Avork, they never having, 
})rior to our advent, used dogs and 
sleds for that pui'pose. 
They ahvays 
waited for the Yukon to open, Avhen 
their sloop Avould leave St. jNIiohaers 
with provisions for their trading posts 
on the Yukon. 
Proeeeding to Nnklu- 
kay they Avonld meet the Indians from 
Upper Yukon and barter for furs, 
usuiilly returning to St. 
Miehaers 
Avith a sloo]) load. 


"If I Avere in that country and had 
the proper facilities—men, dogs, sleds 
and in-ovisions—I could transport all 
.supplies required across the country, 
making a depot or cache at or about 
Nulato, 600 miles from the 
coast. 
With relay of teams I Avould take the 
goods to a point higher up the river, 
where men Avith dogs and sleds from 
the Upper Yukon Avould 
meet 
the 
teams and forAvard the sui»plies 
to 
their destination. 
This Avould be at- 
tended Avith some hard Avork and pos- 
.sibly Avith some suffering, but it can 
he (ione. 
And A v h a t is a little suffer- 
ing compared to the possible starA-a- 
tion of hundreds ot men? 


**We usually hauled 400 ])onnds/to 
41 load, Avith live dogs to a team, using 
the Ingelete sled, 
made Avholly of 
birch, .very elastic and very strong. 
We thought nothing of several hun- 
dred-mile trijDs, camping at night on 
the banks of some stream among the 
spruce trees, or staying at an Indian 
village over night. 


'^With Richard Colter of Missouri 
iind three Maleymute (Esquimaux) In- 
tlians—Isaac, Lunchy and Jim- -I once 
made the trip from Norton sound to 
the Yukon river Avith dogs and sleds, 
through the Koyukoii country, being 
thirty-three days on the tramp. 
Dur- 
ing that trip Ave Avere caught in seA'- 
eral severe snoAv storms, but Ave Avere 
careful dnd camped until the storms 
were over. 
We did not suffer very 
great inc!onvenience nyr any«eriou3 
drawbacks. 
Our constant travel from 
Unalachlete to Nulato made a trail 
over Avhich Ave passed Avith conveni- 
ence and dispatch. 


''It was a sight to gladden 
our 
liearts to Avitness the style and com- 
fort in Avhich Stepanoff, the Russian 
bidarsliik, 
traveled, 
Avith 
two ^ iine 
sleds, each 
Avith seA'en magnificent 
dogs, and accomimnied by live serfs, 
\ have known his teams to travel (55 
miles a day OA^er the ice from St. 
Michaers to Unalachlete. 
We offered 
him $100 eacli for his dogs, 
A v h i c h 
offer he refused. 


''This transporting of goods by dogs 
and sleds, after the trail is made, is 
not by any means a dilUcuIt task. 
I 
haA'e traveled many hundreds of miles 
on snow shoes and Avith dog sleds,and 
liave been on the Yukon river at all 
reasons." 


S H I P S ' 
M A S T S . 


I rom tiKS I-ofty StJcUH of SolJil AVooil to 
tlio Mo<lern Masts of I r o n . 


Ships' masts 
A v e r e originally made 
with the several parts, the loAver mast, 
the topmast, and the topgallant mast, 
«ach of a^solid stick. 
Big timber 
Avas 
j-equired for the large lower masts, 
and A v h e n the suitable and accessible 
trees had been culled out from eastern 
forests mast timber Avas brought from 
Oregon. 


The expense of bringing the logs 
around froiu the Pacilic, of course, 
' added greatly to the cost of the mast, 
und the sparmakers began 
making 
built-up masts, made of a considerable 
number of pieces. 
The built-up nmst 
has one advantage in the material used; 
it is ahvays diiücultto get a solid stick 
of suitable size for a mast that is ab- 
solutely free from blemish. 
In mak- 
ing the built-up mast, composed of a 
number of smaller pieces, it is easily 
possible to select only perfectly sound 
jnateriaK 
Tbe built-up nmsts Avere 
usually made Avith a spindle, a big, 
square timber forming the centre or 
heart, the round of the mast being 
formed by slabs laid on the sides of 
the sxnndle. And these parts AVere not 
always each of a single jnece; some- 
times the spindle, in its length, Avas 
composed of tAvo or 
three pieces, 
scarved or si^lijed together; and the 
slabs also might 
be scarved; 
the 
[j 
scarves iu the slabs, hoAvever, 
not 
being brought opposite those in the 
si)indle. .The finished stick Avas band- 
ed Avith hoops of iron. 
The built-up 
mast stood the ßervice Avell; it A\'as 
subject only, as a solid stick might be, 
to decay. 


Built-up masts have been made in 
t ^ ' ^ r i o u s Avays. There heve been made, 
for •^amjilö, masts in which the round 


Avas iornied of three pieces of timber, 
instead of u spindle and slabs* 


When the great modern American 
schooner came outnvith its three and 
four, and sometimes iiKire lofty masts 
—for some of these A'essels^sticks SO 
or 90 feet in length Avere required— 
the demand for mast timber Avas greatly 
increased. With the extensive deniauil 
prices Avent up, and the'';ailt-up masts 
Avere made "for the 
big schotniers; 
masts 
Avero made not hooped, but 
bolted together, and such masts proved 
perfectly st^'vii^eable. 


Most* of the deep-water ships built 
nowadays, however, have loAver masts 
of ir(m. 
The shi])s themselves are 
made of iron and of steel, and thoiv 
masts are made of the same matoriah 
Iron masts are, of course, not inde- 
structible, hut they are longer liv^ 1 
than masts of Avood. 


There is noAv lying at a South street 
pier a fine, big American Avooden ship 
Avhose three loAver masts are all ditler- 
ent, 
and this 
came about 
in 
the 
simplest way in the Avovld. When she 
came from the 
Maine shipyard in 
Avhich she Avas built, her three loAver 
masts Avere of Avood, built up. 
In the 
course of lime her foremast shoAved 
signs of decay, antl it Avas coiidemnetl 
and taken out. 
She Avas at that time 
in the port of N C A V York, and there 
Avas found here a handsome stick of 
Oregon pino, out of Avhich a foremast 
Avas made for her. 
Later decay ap- 
peared in the mainmast. 
She Avas in 
a British 
port 
then, Avhere it Avas 
cheaper to get uu iron mast, and she 
Avas fitted Avith an iron mainmast. 
So 
now her foremast is a solid stick of 
timber from Oregon, her mainmast is 
of iron from England, and her niizzen- 
mast of Avood, l)uilt up, is from the 
state of Maine. -NeAv York Siin, 


AIIÌNUUM Cold DoposHii. 


It is the general o])inion 
among 
geologists that the Alaska gold de- 
l)osit3 are the mother vein of the gold 
of North America; that the gold A^eins 
in the Rockies in the United States, 
and even as far south as the Sierras, 
are deposits fi-om the glacial distj'icts 
of northern Alaska and British Colum- 
bia. 


It is also generally conceded that 
the "finds'' in the Yukon Valley are the 
"Avash'* from the snoAV-capped peaks 
of the Mount St. EliasAlps,Avhich has 
been loosened from the original bed- 
ding by the action of the Aveather, 
Avater, and ice, and carried doAvn by 
volumes of Avatertobe deposited along 
the A^alle;^' and river beds. The Alaskan 
glaciers,\vhich are among the largest 
in the Avorld, are also efficient agents 
in furnishing 
placer-gold 
supplies, 
moving,as they do, sloAvly andirresist- 
ably over the country, tearing up rocks 
and carrying sand, gravel and l)oulders 
doAvn into the gulches and streams, 
und finally dep<isitiug them Avherever 
the ice melts. 
The natural course of 
the glaciers is from the mountains of 
the interior toAvard the sea; theAvarnier 
currents once reached, great masses 
of the ice break oO', melt aAvay, and 
set free their freight of golden sand. 
Avhich in turn is Avashed ashore, and 
forms the rich placer "finds" so fre- 
quent along the Pacific coast. 


Proofs of the foregoing statement 
are ofiered in the character of the con- 
ditions prevailing in the gold regions. 
The river bed of the Yukon, as Avell 
as the beds of its valuable tributai'ies, 
all yield shining, auriferous sand and 
gravel and boulders. 
The 
spring 
freshets bring doAvn mighty 
fiood.s 
from the great glaciers of the gold- 
bearing (iordillcra range, Avhich fre- 
quently break over the banks in tor- 
rents and flood the valley of the Yu- 
kon for miles. 
If this theory is as 
practicable as geologists contend, then 
the gold supply of the Alaskan fields 
is apparently inexhaustible. -Demor- 
est's Magazine.
